When it was submitted to Parliament 
in the spring of 1949 he said it should 
be used “to promote the social progress 
of the Western world” as well as its 


military power. A few days later, in a » 


New York speech, he warned that ‘the 
permanent importance of the treaty will 
depend in large measure on the extent 
to which we are successful in using it 


to deepen and broaden omic and 
social co-operation cnsna, free demo- 
cratic states." While most statesmen 
were interested only in military weapors, 
he declared that NATO could not sue- 
ceed if “we rely exclusively on the build- 
ing of armed forces.” 

His hopes were disappointed. NATO 
ignored his advice and went on to build 
only armed forces. He was discouraged, 
almost alone, but not silenced. In scores 
of speeches at home and abroad he 
reiterated his warnings, year after year. 


For example, at a Meeting of state 


of the North Atlantic nations “were 
weakening their economies and there- 
fore their defences and “it is in the 
vital interests of Catiada and the United 
States to see to it that international 
trade, like the Atlantic ocean, becomes 
a_unifying and strengthening, not a 
dividing and weakening force.”

Everything that Prime Minister 
Macmillan has said in support of it dur- 
ing recent months had been said repeat- 
edly by Mr. Pearson for a full decade. 
Yet the project which he and the British 
Prime Minister regard as an historic 
Opportunity, not likely to occur again, 
is regarded by the Canadian government 
only as a danger to be resisted. 

That is the real issue between Mr. 
Pearson and the government, the 
inescapable question which Canada must 
answer soon.
